From the alternate 
eatrvsnes of heat snd cold, and wet, and hun- 
ger and thirst, nod the revolted foelinav to 
which my pnsHiinn constantly exposed ma, 
this proved anal confessed offender ww per- 
mittee! to enjoy s complete eaemption, 

About a month after the application of lhe 
Her. Mr. Rogers forme, I was taken lo lhe 
biaphaJ with a dangerous attack of dyscn nry. 
mainly superinduced, as Dr. Graham con.l- 
ilend, by mo nature of my employment ; - 
upon my being discharged, the Doctor recom- 
mended my removal to Cascade, the opposite 
extremity of the island, aw a locality brttsr 
tuited to my conltltuticnl, snd that I should be 
employed in an nte lighter and heal thier occu- 
pation, Thi* recommendation waa di>ggtsaLy 
misted, although another prisoner named 
Clarke bad been removed to the name station 
with the like object shortly before, without the 
aiiiihtHt objectiasi bring raised. I was oi- 
deretl back tn Lcatgridgo ; and when Dr.Urnham 
next vUited the station, and found that 1 waa 
returned to my old duties, and wai in conse- 
quence .uftring a relapse, he entered is the 
rialting hooka mo*t Indignant protest, sad or- 
dered ui back to hospital. 

rJtill my o p p ie ssu n were obdurate. It wsn 
not until tho chsulsin |M.r.

mandant and cipvess hit opinion chat if some* 
thing were not speedily done to promote my 
recovery, the grave would anon close over my 
sorrowi :— thai he yielded to the reeom- 
mendition and the remonstrances of the mc- 
diced officer.

I should have endeavoured 
to drink the bitter cup without a murmur, if 
ohntnclos bnd nut been thrown in the way pf 
vuulicaline; my innocence ; but the mere asser- 
tion of it has ciuperntfd the representatives 
of the (lorctmnczit here, who seem to have, 
imagined, that V) stifle truth and persecute the 
victiin of treachery and error, would gratify 
the enlightened nicmbm of Her Majesty i 
Uovernment I 

The . met authority hire did, uideed, ti]mn 
tho very urgent loUaiiation of the Rev. 
Mr. Kavlur. J.P., and Deputy.Aisiaunt- 
f.'ommiasMy-a«ieral Bmlth, consent to 
lit my memorial, with the re- 
port of limit investigations annexed, 
about two month* after my arrival , but sinee 
that time many most bnportant CLTcumelsaces 
havu eotoe to tight, of which I have not been 
permitted to avail myself.

to wesken their force by some mitcrshle 
, but if any contradiction should 
, you may rest assured that so 
distance can be " 
wl receive aueh i cooKi 
ally silence all who may 
my veracity. 

Surely thii ii fiction — the malignant 
bruodingi of wretchedness, or the hideous 
diatortioni of a distempered fancy. Not 
to. Calm obiefver* confirm hii atateniente. 
The Rev. Mr, N*tioi, on leaving lhe !*■ 
land, in fjeplembev, IBaft, writei— 

1 deeply lament bii truly w ret i hi d eemdition 
here, and would gladly have soon it erne, 
liornled. 1 hsve never knovm a prisoner of tha 
Crown who hu been subjected to greater 
wretchedness, 1 rejoice, to be able to add, 1 
have never seen an Instance of more dignified 
■ uffering, aeeoiuiianied by mvariably consistent 
Conduct. It will afford roe real pleasure to 
continue hi* acquaintance under happier cir- 
cunistaitcas. 

The Rev. T. Roaia*, who succeeded 
Mr. Nuloi, certihei under date of the 
3(Hh June last, — 

I regret tn lay that the course nuriucd to- 
wards Mr. Dubev nn the part of the chief am- 
eer of the island. Was one of the most galling 
wveritv. He. Barber, was rwirictod to thai 
bnrrseli. yard, while hundreds ot the vilest 
desperadoes might roam from sutiDn to station, 
under cov er of a "pets," He seas singled out 
for ■perisi contumely : — He wai addressed in 
the most exasperating language : — He was 
ordered to perform the most loathsome [about i 
— He was deprived "t mdulgenee granted mm 
by the medics] otnrar, for the irrcnvea-y of hia 
health f— US waa the only prisoner intrrilictod 
from writing materials —lie wished to be nae- 
ful, but for nineteen months he was pars e r sely 
refused the opportunity of being to, ln short, 
hii life wsj Tenu red to a wamsumt condition 
of mental torture, and of physical toil, djapro- 
ponloned to his >tren|tb : and which his far- 
mer habit* rendered peculiarly grievous. 

Yet, 1 nan with all truth affirm, that I never 
knew his sidf-command overcotna by provo- 
cation, however gross ; nor his seats* uf ini'i -- 
tier to baaxay him into any unseemliness of 
res - ii Lineal. On tha contrary, he submiltad to 
every todtgnity, no iiiatteJuowgratmtoua, with 
all meekness. He complied with every rale of 
divripliriii no matter bow vsmatioualy enforced, 
lie yielded al] obedience lo every oUcct, no 
matter bow ■muusliitrd to ctrtumand, He 
endured every privation with the calm tarticnlf 
itupind by t-onscioui innocence. Pur eigtiteen 
Months I watched hii denaeanour, nndiT the 
accumulated wreti-hudneaa of cunviet slavery 
and degradation, and while ohserring tha 
invincible paharsoe with which be encountered 
th* trials of his exile lot, I have often said 
to myself-" If this mill, he not innocent, he 
deserves to bo, from lbs rnagnanimity evinced 
in this fearful atrugglc with misfortune." 

I need only ad" that I have the highest 
iBMou) for Ml. Barber, ss a man of honourable 



uiiicvruntaUr persecution of which he was the 
object for many months -by which the snflrr- 
lags, inseparable from hia unhappy condition, 
wsn deeply Iggvavsted beyond that of wren 
the worst tsamuctsd convict, whds his enemies 
could not pvtmiso* eswa scoUiuraUs charge 
sgsinst nim. 

This la Hr. Biaaxa't narrative, these 
art tne proofs of lit uneisggeraled irnth. 
Then he it lo be trotted. He ii also 
worthy of help. We answer the tjuestion 
at to lhe pre valence of indignation or pity 
in favour of lb* milder virtue. 1 he cheek 
may well tingle with abhorrence at the 
recital of oppression, but let tlie heart be 
moved to compassion and the hand be 
■trelchtd forth to rtlirte the sufferer. Our 
emotions should be relevant lo time and 
circumstance. Leaving the persecutor to 
other tribunal, lhe rictitn solicit* our 
aid. The Good Samaritan did nnt so fat 
forget his duty aa to chase th* robber* 
while the wounded lay breeding to death. 
Hr bound up those wonndt. Dp to tbia 
period Mr. Banian waa a stranger to at, 
and we wen alraogtr* to him t but by 
the common bond uf humanity he it out 
neigh boar. He needs assistance lo carry 
him In the point at which he may moil 
effectually obtain restitution, and he 
deserves the generous sympathy of lhe 
public. Thlt wu not withheld in 
I'ainiania, It cannot, il will not, 
be refused ot neglected here. Hia 
compeers in lhe law have issued 
a report ai honourable to themselves and 
their profession at it it to him anil they 
have not forgotlen to add lo thit pleasing 
act nl juitiCf lhe beneeolepce which ia 
twice bleised. The au bscrtptioni recalled 
have not yet amounted 'o the mm which 
will carry him to Kurope, but if the pub- 
lic will make common cause with bim io

Tho defendant* called several wit- 
usaaeti but a ve-diet wss given for th* plsintiff 
for the amount claimed by tiim. 

The facta were these.— On l.'rth AprQ 1*41, 
the plaintiff remitted to thi' defendant*, ihe
